Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-6, 10-17, 20-25, 27-36, 38-45, 47 and 48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant in regards to the novelty and non-obviousness of the invention. 

3. The invention is drawn to a method and system of modifying delivered web pages by 
determining whether to wrap links based on resolution in internal and external DNSs. Of the 
known art, none teach nor suggest the particular combination of limitations in the claim as 
currently drawn.
